Panic- Stricken Citizens Leave Decatur with 


All Speed. 

Nasuvitur, Tenn., Sept. 20.—[Special.}—At 
10:40 o’elock tonight seventy who 
boarded the Louisville & Nash train two 
miles south of Decatur, Ala., arrived in this 
city. Officers met the train at Mallory’s Sta- 
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t. 90.—Doctors say one sus- 
picious case here. Doubted by a few. No one 
but me left. in my office.

Previous to the reception of the above 
Supt. G. W. Agee of the Southern Express 
Company in receipt of a telegram from 
the agent of company at Decatur which 
stated that there had been one or more deaths 
there and that great excitement prevailed.. 
Merchants were closing their stores and 
num ders of the inhabitants were fleeing from 
the town. In further confirmation of the 
report of the spreading of the fever at Deca- 
tur the following was received at noon: 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 20.—Dr. 6. B. Thorn- 
ton, President Memphis Board of Health: Two ot 
those at Decatur exposed to Spencer sick; one 
dead. J. D. PLUNKET, 

President Tennessee State Board of Health. 

All these telegrams caused no little excite- 
ment in Memphis, and there is considerabie 
uneasiness felt here. 

Decatur is 180 miles east of Memphis, on 
the Memphis & Charleston Railroad. The 
Citg: Council this afternoon adopted most 
stringent quarantiue regulations. All trains 
trom the east on all roads will be stopped ten 
miles out from the city. and a thorough, in- 
| spection made of yassengers and 
and no doubtful persons will be allowed to 
enter Memphis. The same regulations will 
govern steamboats coming from either up 
or down the river. The authorities are 
fully alive to the situation and there will be 
no relaxation of their vigilance. 

Upon receipt of the official information of 
three cases of fever at Jackson, Mies, Mem- 
phis tonight applies the quarantine orders of 
Aug. 10 against infected places in Florida 
and of Sept. 18 against Decatur, Ala, 
against Jackson, Miss., which provides ‘that 
neither persons, baggage, nor freights will 
be allowed to enter Memphis from Jackson, 
Miss. Columbus, Miss., and other towns in 
that State have quarantined against Jackson.

There is not a doubt 
that several parties from the infected dis- 
tricts have been allowed to roam the streets 
of Memphis at their own sweet will. 

This afternoon it was reported that a case 
of Yellow Jack had broken out in the oid in- 
fected quarter. When it does come it will 
not be as bad as last time, bus it will be quite 
bad enough to make the Memphis authorities 
regret that they bad quarantined only in 
name.

A Guest in a Scottsburg Hotel Found Dead 
in His Room with His Throat Cut.

Mr. Storz has for several years 
past been the Jeffersonville agent for the 
City Brewery of Louisville, Ky. Yesterday 
@fternoon he left his home in this 
city and went to Scottsburg to trans- 
act some business; telling his wife 
he would return this. morning. 
Mrs. Loomis, wife of the proprietor of the 
Loomis House, stated that she called Storz at 
5:30 o’clock, thinking he would take the ear- 
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known him for over twenty years, and a more 
selfish man and a meaner ingrate does not exist. 
They cannot dall me a sorehead, for I never asked 
and never would accept an office from him. I can- 
not go his free trade or approve of his double deal- 
ing on the fishery question.

ARCHBISHOP CORRIGAN’S JUBILEE, 


Great Pomp and Magnificence at St. Pat- 
rick’s Cathedral in New York City. 

New York, Sept. 20.—[{Special.|—The 
silver jubilee of Archbishop Michael Corri- 
gan took place this morning at St. Patrick’s 
Cathedrai with great pomp and magnificence. 
The huge cathedral was filled, and chairs 
were placed in both the middle and side 
aisles for the accommodation of thosé as- 
sembied. Many of the prominent Catholic 
laymen from the whoie city were present, 
and with but few exceptions the entire 
diocesan clergy were present to do honor to 
their head.

The 
complaining road offered proof to show that 
the charges of its rival were not remuner- 
ative, but the Commissioners properly held 
that they could not consider any such ques- 
tions. 

The provision of the Inter-State act re- 
quiring charges to be reasonable and just” 
was intended for the protection of the public 
and not as a means to force all railroads into 
a pool and compel them to charge alike and
